If 
he seemed to fluctuate in his beliefs, it was because those 
beliefs were changing, as the beliefs of every thinking 
man must change, from youth toriperage. That he 
held firmly to fundamental principles, and ever voiced a 
vital faith in the goodness of God and the higher possi- 
bilities of humanity, no one who has traced his career 
can doubt. Think what we may of Mr. Beecher’s the- 
ology, we can not deny the sincerity of the man, nor 
fail to perceive the immense influence of his work. And 
our firm belief is that the theology of the future will 
bear a close resemblance to the theology of Mr. Beecher. 
Though lacking the bold and vital utterance of his 
father, Mr. Beecher has nevertheless voiced the truth as 
he perceived it. And when some future historian of the 
church shall estimate the factors in the evolution of its 
broadest and its highest thought, the work of Henry 
Ward Beecher will be found to have exerted a mighty 
influence.—[ New Theology Herald.

HOW TO OBTAIN ETERNAL LIFE—A SER- 
MON SKETCH. 


“ And a certain ruler asked him, saying, Good Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eternal life? And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, Why caliest thou me good? 


- noneis good save one, that isGod. Thou knowest the 


commandments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, 
Do not steal, Do not bear false witness, Honor thy fa- 
ther and mother. And he said, All these things have I 
kept from my youth up. Now when Jesus heard these 
things, he said unto him, Yet lackest thou one thing: 
sell all that thou hast, and distribute unto the poor, and 
thou shalt have treasure in heaven; and come, follow 
me. And when he heard this he was very sorrowful, for 
he was very rich.’”’? Luke 18: 18-23. 

1. The question of the ruler (verse 18) is the ex- 
pression of a longing desire universally prevalent for 
something to satisfy the soul’s need. It springs from 
an intense conviction that man is fitting for some other 
life than this. A feeling dwells within us that earth 
does not afford the bappiness we are capable.of enj-y- 
ing. The universal desire for happiness is but the re- 
flection in the mirror of human nature of the design 
of God in regard to it. God created us for happiness, 
and has provided the means of procurement, hence the 
desire. The conviction is forced on us that this life is 
all too short to develop our powers or satisfy our crav- 
ings. The human mind revolts at the idea of annihi- 
lation. 

2. Life is something more than mere existence. 
Eternal life is certainly more than never-ending ex- 
istence. It is perpetual existence under the most 
favorable conditions, a continual unfoldicg of the 
capacities, and reception of good in proportion. It ie 
a life always in harmony with the laws of God and our 
higher nature. To bring this within our reach was 
Christ’s mission. “For God so loved the world that 
he sent his only- begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him might not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
Eternal life is to know God. ‘And this is eternal life, 
to know thee, the only true God and him whom thou 
hast sent.” To perish is to become deformed, to decay, 
to be without the knowledge of God, and consequently 
be lifeless and die. 

3. The first glimpse of man reveals him surrounded 
by all that-can minister to his physical enjoyment, and 
the law of restraint given him. Longing for some- 
thing beyond that which is allowed, he sins. From 
thence the record is sad indeed. Uolawful desire is fol- 
lowed by unreasonable action. Passion unchecked by 
reason fills the earth with violence and crime, until 
actions which are the result of unbridled carnal desire 
are regarded as acts of worship by those who indulge 
in them. Then came the Mosaic law (Exodus 20) asa 


protest against prevailing practices, and indicative of 
man’s duty toward Gcd and his fellow-man, and the 
obtainance of good. 

4. Nations and kingdoms have had their peculiar 
ideas of procuring happiness—the real objzct of all 
government. The Orientals by splendor, luxury, mag- 
nificence; the Greeks by culture, refinement, beauty; 


jthe Romans by universal power, uniform law. All 


failed, and the desire of all nations was for a great 
teacher, a kingdom of heaven. LEarth failed to satisfy. 
Help must come from above. Kven the law that came 
by Moses seemed to make men proud and unsympa- 
thetic, and left a longing yet. Christ supplies the 
world’s need. “What the law could not do in that it 
was weak through the flesh, God, sending his own Son 
in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh, that the righteousness of the law might 
be fulfilled in us who walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit.” y 

5. The young ruler was a moral man, yet he felt the 
need of something more beivg done by himself. His 
“What lack I yet?” (Matt. 19: 20) plainly shows this. 
Perfect manhood—balance—was not being attained. 
Only one side of his better nature was in course of de- 
velopment. Can we truthfully say what he did in re- 
spect of ob: ying the law? If we can not we lack more 
than ‘“‘one thing” more than he did, and are consequently 
farther from God. Do we desire as he did to know 
wherein we lack? Is our desire stronger than his was? 
The man who lives without law—without respect for 
the law—is certainly farther from God, so far as his 
acts are concerned, than he who lives under the law— 
regards the law—but the satisfied moralist is proud 
and unprogressive, his motive—selfishness—is the 
wrong one. 

6. Christ’s answer. The action required would in- 
dicate an unselfish disposition. Such an act would be 
the result of supreme love to God and man as described 
in Luke 10: 25-27. Very necessary in the case of the 
young ruler. If his reverence, truth, and justice was 
as perfect as he declared, then his kindness, mercy, and 
benevolence mus&t equal it, to round out his character 
and balance his manhood. The Christian spirit isa 
self-denying one; it inclines to give up, to bestow. 
The perfection sought by selfish action is like that by 
which the clay model is formed, by accretion. The 
perfection wrought through Christ is like that by 
which the marble statue is wrought, by cutting away 
The statue lives a thousand years; the figure in clay 
can not stand the storms of earth or the test of time 

7. The young man was very sorrowful; methicke 
Jesus was too. I can not feel angry at that which 
causes sorrow in others. I wish I could take you by 
the hand and lead you to Christ. I wish you would 
accept the blessings he waits to bestow, the power he 
is anxious to impart, instead of turning your backs op 
him and refusing his help. The Savior never de- 
nounced morality. He taught it. He denounced 
hypocrisy and sin, and invited sinners to himself that 
he might help them. He died to reconcile them tc 
God. He lived to savethem. He taught that to en- 
courage sinful desire was to commit sin, even if the 
opportunity never occurred to consummate the act 
Accept Christ and obtain eternal life.

Free Masonry has been undergoing a remarkable 
sensation in the investigation which followed the in- 
troduction of some low material into one of the city | 
lodges. In its anxiety to enlarge its membership a cer- 


tain lodge failed to carefully scrutinize some of its can- 
didates according to usual custom, and, in consequence, 
permitted a few very bad men to obtain degrees, and, 
in one or two instances, to advance into the Royal 
Arch Chapter.

In my correspondence I receive many touching and 
tender mentions of Dr. Goff from these who knew him, 
alike of our own denomination and others.

UNION CONVENTION. 

The programme of a union convention, to be held in 
Providence, Rhode Island, on the 22d instant, called out 
an editorial comment in the HERALD of the 10th instant, 
closing with a courteous request that the brethren inter- 
ested in the union should make necessary correction 
through the columns of the HERALD, if the church at 
large is in error on any of the points made in the edi- 
torial in question. 

There is in this invitation that which, despite its court- 
eous form, carries with it an ez cathedra seeming. If 
brethren in any locality choose to meet to promote 
mutual acquaintance and fellowship, it is not quite com- 
patible with Christian self-respect to allow themselves 
to be called to account for daring to do so without re- 
ceiving permission from headquarters. Some who be- 
lieve that the freedom wherewith Christ has made his 
people free forbids them to put their necks under any 
yoke which hinders the freest interchange with all fel- 
low-disciples, could not consent, even if denominational 
existence depended on it, to sacrifice the right of extend- 
ing fellowship and acquaintance. Is there any other 
way for us to learn whether or not the people of the 





Free Baptist, Six Principle Baptist, and Christian de- 
nominations wish to fraternize in organic relations than 
by mutual acquaintance among the people themselves? 
How can any committee of five determine this question 
unless the people learn their own minds and express 
their wishes? 

The present writer is unacquainted with either of the 
classes of churches to be represented in the contemplat- 
ed meeting except our own. He has never met a Free 
Baptist congregation. A Six Principle Baptist minister 
or layman he has never seen to know him, and has 
never seen a Six Principle Baptist meeting-house. How, 
then, can one in this state of ignorance know his own 
mind, or have any mind worth having on the subject of 
union, till he becomes acquainted? Shall he use his 
own eyes and ears and then judge for himself? or shall 
he blindly refer the whole subject to a committee of five 
and do their bidding? Was that committee elected to 
tell the people what they must do? or were they chosen 
to execute the people’s will so far as they can learn it? 
In a word, we as believers in the liberty wherewith 
Christ has made his people free, can not prove our- 
selves false to our glorious birth.ight from fear of de- 
nominational commotion or editorial censure. 

Whether or not organic union between the several 
bodies in question is desirable or desired involves serious 
reason for doubt. The spirit of liberty among our peo- 
ple may prove to bs too ardent t> suit tho taste of those 
other brethren. Taking their standards and our profes 
sions as the rule of judgment, it may appear that all 
parties will hesitate to commit themselves in favor of 
organic union should that question come up for direct 
answer. This is one of the preliminary points to be 
considered, and every man, to have a judgment worth 
having, must settle it for himself from his own know]l- 
edge. When the people have thus learned their own 
minds, they can tell their committee of tive what is 
wanted of them. 

By the way, the writer in the editorial referred to 
above assumes that the object of the coming convention 
is to effect organic union between the bodies represented 
in it; but the published programme, which is the only 
call of which the present writer has any knowledge. 
makes not the most distant allusion to any such pur- 
pose; and surely one short session of a single day, filled 
up with essays, discussions, and devotional services, can 
not suffice to concoct much mischief of that sort. 

An article in the same number of the HERALD, over 
the signature of the agent of the Publishing House, en 
titled, “A Proper Estimate of Our Strength,” contains 
statements which, if intended to refer to the brethren 
interested in the convention in question, manifests on 
the part of the writer an utter misconception of the 
feelings of these brethren—men whom the writer of 
this article has known for many years as being the bur- 
den-bearers in the cause of non s3ctarian Christianity 
in this section of our land. It is to be hoped that the 
agent does not have them in view. If he does, he may 
be assured that he could not do a thing tending more 
effectually to hinder the circulation of the HERALD 
among the people who know those brethren, for they 
are men whom the people love and honor. 

The present writer has used the greatest liberty because, 
though he has the honor of a place on the programme of 
the convention, he has had no part in projecting the 
meeting or arranging for it.

A CRISIS 


The author of the above article is one of our most 
esteemed brethren, a pastor beloved, whose influence 
for good is widely known and highly appreciated. In 
this communication, however, it occurs to us there are 
two apparent failures. First, a failure to understand 
the editorial referred to, and, second, a failure in the 
estimated unimportance of the c»nvention under con- 
sideration. These failures may not exist in our 
brother’s mind. He may see clear through a series o! 
events, of which the union convention in Providence 
is but one, and may be satisfied that they are insignifi 
cant; but to the great msjority of HERALD-readers we 
are assured there will be doubts and fears, and to them 
at least the failure of our brother to understand the 
one and accurately estimate the other will be apparent 

Relative to the editorial to which the above articl« 
is an answer, we desire to say, that in that editorial 
and in all our efforts written or spoken, we have avoided 
with studied care every expression that would bea: 
the interpretation which our brother seems to pu 
upon that editorial; hence our inference that he fail- 
to understand it. We believe and practice the most 
cordial love for, and co-operation with, the spiritual 
children of God of every name, and the improvement 
of every opportunity to extend acquaintance along 
these lines, and for this reason are all the more astoa- 





ished that in answering one of our articles our brother 
should rush to the defense of this principle. But who 
has called in question the rectitude of such a course? 
Who has uttered one word through the Heraup 
against extending Christian acquaintance? Certainly 
not the editor of this paper; and yet it is ostensibly 
this which our brother assumes, and the logical infer- 
ence of his communication is that we have violated 
this principle. All that we had to say upor this sub- 
ject in the editorial our brother would answer is as 
follows: “We concede at once the perfect right of our 
brethren to meet in convention whenever and with 
whomeoever they please. We believe in the inalien- 
able privilege of believers to unite in Christian en- 
deavor, and enter every open door for the accomplish- 
ment of good, and rejoice to add that along these Hines 
of spiritual activity and in defense of these principles 
the Christian Church has ever stood in the front rank.” 
And again: “The Christian organization has ever been 
ready—nay, anxious—to unite with any and all tho fol- 
lowers of Jesus in ‘Christian work.’”’ 

We have carefully read and re-read the entire edito- 
rial which our brother writes to answer, and in the 
quotation given we furnish our readers absolutely, with 
every word in the article relating to extending Chris- 
tian acqtaintance and s courteous recognition of other 
religious bodies, as may be seen by a reference to the 
HERALD of March 10:h. Why our brother comes for- 
ward so valiantly against us, to defend a principle we 
have not imperiled by one word, or why a man of 
straw is set up to be knocked down, are questions 
which perhaps our brother can answer, but certainly 
we can not. By all means we should improve every 
opportunity to become acqiainted with the followers 
ot Jesus of every name, and exercise Christian liberty 
and Christian courtesy to the utmost, and we challenge 
our dear brother to point out one word in anything we 
have ever spoken or written contrary to this law. 

We are compelled to assert that as an answer-to any- 
thing we have ever uttered on this subject the first 
half of our brother’s communication is gratuitous, 
and without significance. In the latter half of the 
above article our brother touches very lightly the point 
at issue, and in this, it occurs to us, consists the second 
failure—that is, a failure in the estimated unimpor- 
tance of the union convention called at Providence, 
Rhode Island. Taken as a single event, the called 
convention at Providence may be interpreted to indi- 
cate nothing more than an earnest desire for closer 
companionship upon the part of those who in theory 
and practice are disposed to a certain school of the- 
ology, and of those in attendance who desire to extend 
fraternal acquaintance. We offer not the slightest ob- 
jection to this. Wherever there is a conviction that 
che truth of Christ and the glory of God can be best 
served by gathering the various branches of the Bap- 
tist family into an aggregated Baptist confraternity, 
to all such this would seem to be the proper thing 
to do. But when this convention is considered in 
relation to those events that have preceded it of a 
similar character, the fruitage of which is manifesting 
itself so deplorably in the Christian brotherhood, we 
can not but feel that our brother has failed in the 
significance he attaches to this convention. 


We do not believe that our brother, the author of the 
above article, expects or fears as the result of these 
conventions that our beloved Zion is to be divided, or 
that he will decide against us should the crisis come; 
tor he says, ‘Whether or not organic union between 
the several bodies in question is desirable or desired 
involves serious reason for doubt;’ but this does not 
change the state of the case, or modify the position and 
statements of other brethren who are leading in this 


matter. tie" ae 
It is in perfect keeping with the magnanimity of the 


author ot the above article, that in view of his high 
regard for and long fellowship with brethren he should 
banish fears and hope for the best; but will this count- 
eract the centrifugal forces now in operation, and unify 
the Christian brotherhood? Weare confronted bys 
persistent effort of certain ministers of the Ohristian 
Church to effect a union with the Freewill Baptist 
Church by division and disintegration of the Christian 
body. In the editorial columns of Our Monthly, 
paper edited by Rav. G. H. Ball, D. D., Freewill Bap- 
tist, and Rev. A. H. Morrill, Christian, uoder the 
headline “The Union,” we read: “ Zhe Independent has 
an excellent editorial on the union between the Free 
Baptists and Christians in New York, Pennsylvania, and 
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New Jersey.” With this section of the church under 
consideration the editors of Our Monthly go on to say: 
“We know each other well and feel satisfied with each 
other’s views and practices. We are alike, and see no 
reason for being separated in organization. * * * * 
Soon after the first meeting of Free Baptists and Chris- 
tians for consultation in New England, we had one at 
Whitestown, in this state, for the same purpose, and 
there agreed on the basis finally adopted. It was then 
concluded, also, that the only method to effect a union 
was to act by sections rather than to wait for denomi- 
national agreement.”’ 

New York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey constitute 
the objective point in the present effort, or such 
churches and ministers within those limits as may be 
persuaded to act in the premises, while the official 
organ of the Freewill Baptist Church, the Morning 
Star, considerately informs us that outside of an 
eastern division, the Christian Church would not be 
acceptable inunion. This persistent attempt to divide 
the Christian Church, first bythe Morning Star and 
then by the Whitestown convention and others, justifies 
our statement that we are confronted to-day by a deter- 
mined effort upon the part of certain ministera of the 
Christian Church to effect a union with the Freewill 
Baptist Church by division and disintegration of the 
Christian Church. 

What is the present condition of affsirs relative to 
this so-called union movement? In brief terms we 
answer: Propositions for conference on the question of 
union were made by certain Christian ministers to 
other certain ministers of the Freewill Bsptist Church. 
This was followed by conventions and committee meet- 
ings at Boston, Fall River, New York City, Buffalo, 
and Whitestown. The uavarying position and expres- 
sion of the 'reewi!l Baptist Church, so far as we know 
it, is, we have nothing to surrender; and, furthermore, 
the disposition has been constantly manifest to examine 
critically the beliefs and practices of those who were 
pleadiog for union. That there are private ministers 
and m»mbers in the Freewill Baptist Church who pos- 
sess much more of the liberal union spirit, we do not 
question, but this is not a quostion of individual pref- 
erence. 

The union of the two churches referred to can not 
be effected by the division and disintegration of either 
one of these bodies. Aside from a tew noble excep- 
tions the Freewill Baptist Church preserves a cautious, 
non-committal policy. The Morning Star, organ of 
that church, which was at first offensively partisan and 
opposed to everything short of absorption, has become 
more wary in comment; but we are convinced that as 
a whole the Freewill Baptist Church has nothiag to 
surrender, and not much to say, since it would seem in 
the present movement they have nothing to loge, but 
everything to gain. 

Notwithstanding, certain ministers in each of these 
churches have continued their negotiations within the 
aforesaid section until ava result of these conventions 
(one of which the author of the former article regards 
as harmless), we are informed that ‘organic union” has 
been already accomplished in certain localities of 
these certain sections of these churches. Suppose 
that these designs are successful, and the Freewill 
Baptists and Christians unite organically, what is the 
practical result? One of two things must follow—either 
the organically united body will swing itself into line 
with the Freewill Baptist Church in all intents and 
purposes, or it will constitute in itself an independ- 
ent organization. But who would be hardy enough to 


call such a work a Christian: union? If the first; Women’s Board meeting below. 



















































































may be clear to some, but we confess that to us it is 
either insignificant or else it proves too much for those 
who set up the claim. Was not every member in this 
“organic union” a member of an organization for 
Christian work before? Is there any authority, power, 
or privilege now possessed in the ‘organic union” which 
was not possessed in the Freewill Baptist or Christian 
Church? 

The present condition of affairs in the Christian 
Church is serious and alarming. Unrest, doubts, and 
feara prevail; uncertainty and suspense are working 
havoo where mutual confidence and earnest co-opera- 
tion have always existed. Alienations are rapidly 
taking on form, which threaten separation between 
life-long brethren in the work of the Lord, and the 
division and disintegration of our beloved Zion. Our 
institutions are suffering, and must continue to suffer 
while the church is in doubt as to the course of those 
who sit in the highest seats. A crisis is upon us. 
We can not but remember with sorrow an experience 
through which our church passed some years ago 
when, under the catch-word of union upon the lips of 
desigzing men of another religious organization, we 
lost hundreds of members and ministers, and church 
property almost above estimate—but we never found 
the boasted union. We paid an awful price for the 
saddest experience in the line of so-called union; and 
as ‘‘a burnt child dreads the fire,” so we look with alarm 
upon the present condition of affairs, and implore all 
interested to careful consideration and review of the 
situation. 

The entire Christian Church is prepared to enter en- 
thusiastically upon the only “organic union” any mem- 
ber or minister in the Christian Church ought to con- 
sider practical for a moment; and no state or section of 
the church should allow itself to be seduced from 
loyalty to the entire body under the plea of union. 
The time has come when these plain, earnest words 
are necessary, and we assure all concerned that we 
speak them “with malice toward none and with char- 
ity for all; but the time has come when every member 
and minister in the Christian Church ought to announce 
himself in unequivocal terms for the Christian Church 
ag it slways has been, as itis now, and alwsys will be, in 
principle, or against her. By those who are somewhat 
removed from the centers we may be criticised as un- 
duly excited, but the foregoing statements are an abund- 
ant justification to all who recognize them as keenly as 
wedo. ‘For whether we be beside ourselves, it is to 
God; or whether we be sober, it is for your cause.”

FAREWELL OCCASION OF FIVE YOUNG MEN 
FOR CHINA UNDER THE AUSPICES OF 
THE CHINA INLAND MISSION 

At an interview with Bro Broomhall, secretary ot 
the China Inland Mission, 2 Pyrland Road, London, I 
received an invitation to attend the communion and two 
public farewell meetings on the departure of five dear 
young men for China, two of them being Bible Chris. 
tian representatives, who work with the above society 
in China. 

The communion occasion was one of the most solemn 
and impressive of any I have been privileged to attend; 
during the same service Mr. Broomhall gave them their 
charge singly, which affec:ed them very much. God 
bless these young mon; theygo out with little promise 
from the society though much from God. During the 
other two meetings the following remarks were made: 

Mr. Broowhall: “In giving up wy children for China 
it bas been nothing but joy. My daughter wrote me 
saying, ‘My prayer is, God will make the most of me.’ 
In China God is workirg much in these dars as seen by 
the late proclamation from the government requesting 
the people to act as the host, regarding the missionary 
as the guest.” 

Asked the Bible Christians: “If since they had sent 
the Gospel to the heathen any other enterprise bad suf- 
fered?” They answered: “No. Last year £20000 
($100 000) sent into the China Inland Mission withcut 
asking.” 

Mr. Brock, one of the young missionaries going out, 
said: “I would not at first give up, because if given up 
to God's will people would take advantage of me; alsc, 
God might want me for foreign work. Now I have the 
joy of following Christ fully.” 

Another: “My commission is in the last chapter of 
Revelation: Him that heareth say, Come. I have heard 
come, and havecome. Now I say,Come. Who would 
not go if called to carry the Gospel to the heathen?” 

A Mr. Gammon said: “The more we do for China and 
the heathen the more God does for us at home.” 
(Would to God some of our dear people would think 
likewiee.) 

Mr. Pullard said: ‘Some say, Will it stand the cost? 
[meoniag. does it pay to give the heathen the Gospel. ] 

would say it does in many ways: 1. Becauseit bonors 
God, then God honoraus; 2 Because it civilizes peo- 

le; 3 Becauseit brings nations together; 4 B-causeit 
Slee salvation [Christ] tomapya poortroub ed heart, 
giving it jy, power, and peace now and eternal rejoic- 
ing in the presence of the Lord through eternity; and 
what we do to bring joy to another brings blessings to 
ourselves.” 

A father of one of the missionaries said “he was the 
gladdest man in the world” at the Tuesday evening 
meetivg; but at the Wednesday afternoon meeting he 
gave, though not specially intending, usthe reason when 
he said, ‘For years and years he had been looking to 
Jesus, end:avoring to / his will and live alone for 
him.” No wonder he could give up his boy so gladly! 
He reminded me of the dear mother who gave up her 
dear boys to God for the heathen, and while the Lord 
took them all by death to himself during her }ife-time 
she, instead ot almost bresking her heart, said, “Would 
to God I had a thousand sone, I would give them all to 
Christ for the heathen.” Thank Gud, this is the kind 
ot mother I have aleo. 

Mr. Easton, a missionary, home on a visit, eaid: “We 
have great encouragement in the work in China. Lone- 
linesa and hardness, yet great joy in doing Ged’s will in 
China. [So it ie anywhere among the hea:hen ] It is 
a privilege and gladness for one to go forth.”

Eddystone —Recent intelligence from Newmarket tells 
us that Rov. C. H. Hainer, the father of the six young 
ministers of that name, is prostrated by paralysis. Tuis 
is sad intelligence to our brotherbood, and especially to 
our Canada churches, with whom his entire life has been 
spent. He has for years been regarded as one of our 
strongest men and most successful pastors. With a de- 
ficiency in our ministerial help the falling out of such a 
pillar makes the edifice topple. With!a three years 
three ordained and promising ministers have gone out 
from us—Ainsworth to the Disciples, and Peere and 
Biatherwick to the Baptists Doubtless they are now in 
their first Christian or religious associations, laboring 
with a people with whom they are in more general 
sympathy in doctrinal views and church usages than 
they were with us. Men approving our catholic state- 
ments as to Christian union come among us to work it 
out, and soon work out from us! Are we false to our 
own pleadings or are we radically wrong in our doctrinal 
views and Christian life? I think it was Bro. J. W. 
Weeks’ discourse on Christian doctrine at the dedication 
of the Mount Carmel Church, that caused Ainsworth 
and Peere to switch off, and at our last conference held 
here last June I noticed Bro. Blatherwick was disheart- 
ened from the inadequate support he received, and the 
spirit of intolerance he said he so often met. There may 
be yet a great deal for us to learn in the direction in 
which we are trying to instruct others......... A very good 
revival interest is reported from Oshawa, under the 
extra labors of their pastor; 12 additions by baptism, 
with more to follow; congregations enlarged, and 
church quickened and strengthened...... Our annual tea 
or donauion visit here recently netted us over $50 cash.
